Methodists in Germany 


Methodist Churches and Sunday 
Schools in Germany are crowded, 
even in the Russian zone, accord- 
ing to Bishop J. W. Ernst Sommer, 
Methodist head in Germany. 

“The number of Methodists in 
Germany has increased by 1,500,” 
he said in a recent letter of thanks 
to friends in America, Britain, 
Switzerland, Sweden, Norway and 
Australia for their help. He re- 
ports that over 40,000 children are 
in the Methodist Sunday Schools 
and that in the Russian zone two 
Sunday Schools have enrollments 
of over 1,000 children in each and 
nine have an enrollment of over 
500 each. 

“It is still true that we are able 
freely to preach the Gospel in the 
Russian zone and that our big- 
gest increases are there ... In 
the last two years we have re- 
built more than 70 churches .. . 
This has, despite all help from 
abroad, entailed an almost unbear- 
able financial burden. For every 
mark we have received we have 
had to put in five of our own.... 
In our theological seminary in 
Frankfort we have now 51 stu- 
dents, of whom 20 come from the 
Russian zone.” 

Bishop Sommer reported that 
three deaconess institutions had re- 
built eight destroyed hospitals and 
that the denomination had started 
a refugee villiage or “Home of 
Pence” and is planning a new 
children’s home. 





Labor and Religion: A recent 
analysis shows that 68 per cent of 
labor leaders are members of 
some church; 39 per cent are Prot- 
estants. 24 per cent Roman Cath- 
olics; 3 per cent Christians; 2 per 
cent Jewish; less than 1 per cent 
Orthodox. Of 1450 Protestants, 
372 are Methodists, 294 Baptists, 
173 Presbyterian, 150 Lutheran, 
100 Episcopalians, 49 Congrega- 
tional Christian and the remain- 
der among various denominations. 





HE MOST GLORIOUS CHARACTERISTIC of the Christian 
church in the past has been the glow of confidence which the 
Christian face revealed in days of dark despair, — the radiance of hope 
and strength which the Christian voice sounded in hours of universal 
fear and doubt.

You 
may not be in the White House or halls of Congress, but remember, in 
our democracy, those who rule or legislate can go but a little way in 
any direction beyond those who think. speak, pray and vote.

ACTS VS. HYSTERIA: The danger of communism as a_ world 
ideological force is real and great. On the other hand, most of the 
present hysteria and costly confusion is based on the loud warnings that 
Russia is about to launch a military attack on the U.S. Children in 
the schools are being taught how to throw themselves down on the floor 
or ground and protect themselves in atomic attack, — a very wise pre- 
caution if such dangers are imminent, but a terrible distortion of child 
life by fear and hatred if such dangers are not real. We are being 
told it’s “too late” for peaceful effort, for any thing short of violence.

Here are the indisputable facts, 
from sources available to all: 

Not only has there been no evidence whatever that the Soviet 
is mobilizing at any point in any manner that could mean an attack 
against this country, but, as we have indicated briefly in the past and 
now will explore more fully. — RUSSIA DOES NOT EVEN HAVE 
THE SEA POWER, SEA TRANSPORTATION NOR AIRPOWER 
ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY TO MOUNT SUCH AN ATTACK. 


THE SIZE OF THE RUSSIAN NAVY is well known, — inter- 
national allied spies keep such matters well in hand, — it is considered 
by all naval authorities to be small and inadequate. (See Janes Annual 
on Worlds Navies in any large public library). Even their famed sub- 
marine fleet is popularly over-rated, according to American naval au- 
thorities. Few papers carried the statements by one of America’s top 
naval experts, Rear Admiral C. B. Momsen, chief of the Navy’s Under-

Public School Report 

In the annual nation-wide sur- 
vey of American education, the 
N. Y. Times reports that the cri- 
sis in American education contin- 
ues, — a crisis that receives little 
or no attention from national and 
community political leaders who 
beat their breasts over the threats 
to American democracy. The 
disintegration of public education 
is as deadly as any menace that 
can arise to destroy free people. 

Some improvement had been 
noted in our national educational 
situation until the Korean crisis, 
but with the return of war-time 
conditions in many areas, class- 
rooms are again becoming serious- 
ly over-crowded, building repairs 
are neglected and teacher short- 
ages grow increasingly acute, and 
classroom schedules are cut be- 
low tolerable standards to accom- 
modate additional shifts of stu- 


dents. Money and materials are 
no longer available for repairs or 


new buildings in many communi- 
ties. Mobilization efforts have af- 
fected both teachers and pupils. 
The fight in Washington to cut 
down all non-military expenditures 
also falls heavily upon the public 
school system for one of the fav- 
orite places for an economy mind- 
ed congressman to swing the ax 
is on funds used for educational 
or related projects. 

The situation is made more 
acute by the fact that, while these 
conditions persist, our population 
growth is putting an additional 
burden on the badly weakened 
school system. The Times study 
shows that the American public 
schools for 1950-1 have a total 
enrollment of 25,666,337 as com- 
pared with last year’s 24,758,536, 
— a gain of nearly a million. Nor 
is the end in sight, for all indica- 
tions point to an increasing school 
enrollment for another ten years. 
This means that by 1960, 8 million 


will be added to the public school

rolls, to a school system that is 
already dangerously weakened by 
neglect and sabotage. We use the 
word sabotage because there is a 
definite movement on to destroy 
public education in America (See 
Between The Lines, Aug. 14, 50).

The 
great growth of gambling, crime 
and juvenile delinquency in our 
communities brings tax increases 
which’ could be slashed if more 
concern were given to these prob- 
lems by the same groups who pro- 
test so loudly at high taxes for 
education. 

But these protesting taxpayers 
too often refuse to face the prob- 
lems of crime and delinquency and 
swing the ax on school taxes 
which in turn brings increased de- 
linquency and crime as boys and 
girls come out of over-crowded 
inadequately supervised and poor- 
ly equipped schools. Also extreme 
reactionary groups are using high- 
er school taxes and the fight on 
progressive education as a shield 
for their attack on all social prog- 


ress, labelling all social reforms 
as “communistic.” Some of the 
most unsavory characters. in 
American public life are making 
a career of worming into com- 
munities. enlisting the support 
(and contributions) of wealthy 
citizens in an organized fight 
against higher school taxes and 
“communistic influences in our 
schools.” Such groups also readily 
get the vigorous support of the 
more reactionary Catholic ele- 
ments who are quick to run down

sea Warfare unit, regarding the Russian submarine “menace.” Admiral 
Momsen was quoted in the N. Y. World Telegram Jan. 11 as saying 
that the Russian Navy consists chiefly of about 300 submarines, most 
of which are obsolete, small and slow — by American standards. Draw- 
ing from Navy intelligence sources, the Admiral said that most Russian 
submarines are 250 ton jobs, less than one fourth as big as the Ameri- 
can standard, and with a cruising range of only 5,000 miles as against 
the 12,000 to 16,000 mile range of American submarines. And of 
course all Navy authorities consider the submarine a defensive weapon. 
It cannot mount a major hemispheric attack of any sort. Russia is 
building some new battleships and cruisers but, in contrast to the power 
under command of western democracies, nothing that indicates that the 
Russians intend to try to catch up with the West. This is not to say 
that the Soviet would not launch an effective navy warfare in case of 
conflict, but there is no substantial evidence in existence that Russia 
has now or has in preparation sufficient naval strength to carry their 
armed might across the seas in full scale attack against our great fleet. 

ALL WORLD SHIPPING AUTHORITIES recognize Russia 
as having one of the smallest marine fleets of any major power. Russia 
is a great land-mass nation with few seaports, and is almost completely 
self-sustaining as far as raw material resources are concerned. Hence, 
there has been no need for a great merchant marine. But a huge mer- 
chant marine would be required for hemispheric attack to transport 
troops and supplies of war, etc. 

THE SOVIET AIRPOWER is very great indeed. But the As- 
sociated Press, reporting from Navy sources Nov. 3, (which few papers 
saw fit to carry), in giving a full picture of Soviet Airpower, said that 
the Russian long-range bombing squadrons were relatively small and 
that all Soviet airpower was landbased, the Soviet having no aircraft 
carriers from which to operate. And to mount attacks on our hemis- 
phere Russia would require great squadrons of long-range and sea- 
based air power. (Again, Russia is a great land power, her traditional 
nationalist ambitions faced toward Eurasia’s great land spread). 

It is true that the Soviet is building one or two battleships and 
possibly one aircraft carrier. But such reports are played up big, ig- 
noring the fact that if the Soviet launched a gigantic full scale building 
program for their navy, merchant marine, it would take 20 to 25 years 
(it took Japan 40) — to approach America’s naval strength. At present 
Russia, having few seaports, does not even have shipyards to under- 
take such a project. 


T IS FOR THESE REASONS, well known to authoritative mili- 

tary strategists, that the top American military commanders (except for 
a few extremists) seldom make the sort of hysterical hair-raising state- 
ments that send people off in a dither to do anything, vote for anything 
that will “protect our shores.” Our shores are already protected by 
the greatest combination of sea and air-power on earth which in terms 
of the stern realities of our day is as it should be. It is the little brass, 
the steamheated irrational patriots, and the powerseeking politicians 
who are endeavoring to use fear and hysteria to create waves of public 
emotion that might carry them forward to some personal advancement. 
This is not a one-party sin, for the speech by Gov. Dewey a few weeks 
ago, in which he demanded armies of millions to be raised immediately 
to protect “the homeland”, was as ill-conceived and unsupported by 
facts as any of the jumpy scare-head utterances of the Administration. 
In contrast, there was the closely reasoned, well-documented discussion 
by John Foster Dulles for the GOP and Democrats; and Sen. McMahon 
of Connecticut whose pleading for a constructive approach to com- 
munism has contributed level thinking during the passing months. 


HE NEXT DANGER presented to the American people is that of 

a mass atomic attack against our cities with no follow-up or in- 
vasion of our hemisphere. a Pearl Harbor attack to smash our mili- 
tary and industrial strength at the moment Russia might plan to roll the 
Red armies out over Europe in a general assault. On the surface, be- 
cause the Japanese did it, this might seem within the realm of possi- 
bility. But here are the facts: As congressional investigations have 
recorded, it was well known that Japanese militarists were planning 
such an assault. Fleets of battleships, cruisers and squadrons of air 
carriers had been mobilized and were on the prowl: Japanese armies 
were poised to strike into Southeast Asia. U.S. officials knew all of 
that. As we have repeatedly stated, world news coverage and espion- 
age being what it is, no such attack could be launched without its being 
well known. As far as Russia is concerned, all reliable military and 
news circles admit that no such preparations are on foot. The authori- 
tative U.S. News stated on Jan. 26 that all rumors of Russian mobili- 
zation have been proved false. “Actually the last class of Russion con- 
scripts to serve its term,” states the U.S. News, “was demobilized on

public school systems in their ef- 
forts to boost parochial schools.

Video Responsibility 


Television is bringing a new cri- 
sis to the problem of public re- 
sponsibility vs. private profits in 
the broadcasting field. Failure has 
resulted in almost all past efforts 
by educational and religious organ- 
izations to force upon radio cor- 
porations an acknowledgement of 
their responsibility in maintaining 
and lifting public tastes and mor- 
als. As things stand now, the rule 
prevailing in the great broadcast- 
ing centers is to put on whatever 
will build the biggest audience and 
sell the most advertising, regard- 
less of public taste or morals, leav- 
ing it all to the old custom of wait- 
ing for the public to protest when 
something gets too raw or ill man- 
nered for endurance. And if the 
program is making money, it takes 
a lot of protests to make a dent. 

Most networks have set aside a 
minimum of time for “public 
service features” which include a 
few regular religious broadcasts. 
But outside of that, and some cov- 
erage of UN sessions, little con- 
sideration has been given by the 
networks to the need and respon- 
sibility for public education and 
cultural advancement — except 
such programs as can be profitably 
sponsored by an advertiser. 

Now that television has become 
an overwhelming influence in 
American home life, leading edu- 
cational organizations of the na- 
tions have formed a Joint Com- 
mittee on Educational Television 
to promote recognition of the need 
for educational, cultural and mor- 
al responsibility by broadcasters. 
This group will also attempt to 
keep the interests of education 
from being crowded off the air en- 
tirely by commercial interests. 
There are many local station man- 
agers who are eager to cooperate 
with and support such a_ project, 
for, being closer to the public, 
they are more sensitive and re- 
sponsive to community problems 
than are the broadcasting officials. 
Educators charge that the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, 
which is usuallv lambasted as “‘so- 
cialistic” if it does not kowtow to 
powerrul corporation interests, has 
bent over backwards to please the 
broadcasting corporations and their 
multimillionaire advertisers and 
has neglected to recognize the re- 
sponsibilities which the broadcast- 
ing companies must bear. 


Alkali Cartel 

The Federal Trade Commission 
released a report to Congress on 
Jan. 4 “On International Cartels 
in The Alkali Industry”, — its 
target the Alkasso group which es- 
timates it represents over 96 per 
cent of all soda ash tonnage pro- 
duced in the U.S. 

Though you may not know 
what Alkasso is, it nevertheless has 
cost you a lot of money through 
the years. This is, providing you 
buy anything in the line of glass, 
chemicals or drugs, soaps and 
cleansers, water softeners, pre- 
served wood, textiles, paper, paints, 
enamel, leather patronize a 
laundry, or use carbonated bev- 
erages, bicarbs or baking soda. 
For Alkasso is short for the United 
States Alkali Export Association, 
Inc., the export agency for domes- 
tic producers in the alkali industry, 
which has included such compan- 
ies as Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co., 


Dow Chemical Co., Solvay Pro- 
cess Co., Church & Dwight 
(makers of Arm and Hammer 


baking soda). 

The alkalis are mainly soda ash, 
caustic soda, baking soda _ and 
washing soda. And the Govern- 
ment reports that up till 1924, the 
prices on these products fluctuated 
substantially. After Feb. 1924, 
the prices of all three alkalis sta- 
bilized and remained almost con- 
stant through both prosperity and 
depression. Needless to the 
price was stabilized high. 

In 1924, Alkasso and Imperial 
Chemical Industries (British) made 
a cartel agreement, and the Gov- 
ernment charges that “Alkali 
prices have been characteristically 
rigid in the U.S. market since 
shortly before the operation under 
the Alkasso-ICI agreements in 
1924.” 

It was a neat arrangement, di- 
viding up the world market, freez- 
ing out upstart competitors, dump- 
ing excess consumption abroad, 
holding prices up. The big oper- 
ators in the cartel cashed in and 
the public paid up. 

The Dept. of Justice, in 1944, 
filed a civil complaint charging vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust 
act, and started court proceedings. 
The decision was finally handed 
down Aug. 12, 1949, ruling for the 
Government. The FTC report 
states that the court accordingly 
ordered that the trust be broken 
up and competition re-established. 
The court ruled that Alkasso em- 
barked on “a deliberate attempt to 
eliminate all domestic competition 
in the exporting of alkalis”, that 
“the domestic price of caustic 
showed remarkable stability over 
a large period of the conspiracy”; 
that “price fixing agreements are 
unlawful per se under the Sher- 
man Act.”

schedule. Older classes are not being called back into service,” — as 
would be the case if the Soviet planned any major action. 


F STALIN PLANS no Red army move, would he still launch an 
atom bomb attack against U.S. cities with no follow up, no at- 
tempt to use such an attack for a well planned Soviet advance, — just 
a flash effort to create hell for the hell of it? This seems to be the kind 
of picture conjured up in the minds of many whose voices are heard 
in Congress, in press and radio and before Rotary Clubs and school as- 
semblies. If there ever was anything that revealed the shallow, inade- 
quate, uninformed thinking that characterizes much of American pub- 
lic life, this is it! Hitler was a fanatic, unreasoning and flamboyant, 
lunging after his psychopathic “intuitive” military concepts which his 
own generals consistently opposed. But there is no record of such action 
The picture which 
history records of the Soviet tyrants has been one of absolute realism; 
hard-headed, coo!-headed strategists who, being human, make mistakes 
but are quick to admit and correct mistakes and are always down-to- 
earth pragmatic planners. They know that if they dropped ten atom 
bombs on our cities, we would promptly drop a hundred on Russian 
cities. They know that while they have a comparatively small long- 
range bomber air force, we have a huge long-range air arm. Nothing 
the Soviet leaders have ever uttered or attempted would indicate the 
likelihood that they would launch such a fruitless, insane onslaught. 
In a nutshell: Russia has gained dominion over vast areas in the 
past five years years without war, without risk. How could they be 
tempted to turn their backs upon such a successful formula of expan- 
sion and throw themselves into a destructive war in which the Russian 
people would suffer horribly with little chance of continued gain for 
Russia as a nation and the very likely overthrow of the Moscow regime 
from within? The poverty of war would in the end doubtless extend 
the tides of communism but that would not satisfy the clearly outlined 
nationalistic ambitions and plans of the Soviet leaders who conceive 
of world-wide Communist domination centering in the great powerful 
rich and benovolent despotism of the Mother Soviet of Russia. 


USSIA OVER-RUN EUROPE? This leaves the danger of Rus- 
sia’s over-running Europe without an attack against the U.S. 
If we threw our forces in to protect western Europe. there would then 
be war. If we then, in that war, bombed Russian cities, they would 
doubtless retaliate. There are many moderate military strategists who 
fear this possibility. But there are two very sound reasons why Between 
The Lines continues to forecast that Russia’s Red armies will not start 
rolling over western Europe in the foreseeable future:

signed exclusive markets to the 
various parties. In each market 
the holders of the exclusive privi- 
lege enjoyed a monopoly protected 
by the mutual agreement that 
“each party shall use its best en- 
deavors to prevent shipments from 
its exclusive market to markets 
exclusive to other parties.” The 
result would be “complete cooper- 
ation between us to avoid compe- 
tition in any part of the world.” 
According to the FTC, the effects 
of the trade practices in domestic 
and foreign trade “did not become 
fully known until developed in the 
alkali case.” 

It is a very profitable formula 
for the producer, an expensive 
one for the consumer. It is an 
old story of the way multi-million- 
aire free enterprisers try to destroy 
— by their greedy unscrupulous 
practices — the very free enter- 
prise they uphold.

The quality of patriotism in the 
brewing industry is made vividly 
evident by these revealing exerpts 
from the industry’s trade journals: 

“One of the finest things that 
could have happened to the brew- 
ing industry was the insistence by 
high-ranking Army _ officers to 
make beer available at army 
camps Here’s a chance for 
brewers to cultivate a taste for 
beer in millions of young men who 
will eventually constitute the lar- 
gest beer-consuming section of our 


population” — from Brewer’s Di- 
gest, May, 1941. 
“Hundreds and thousands of 


new friends and young friends at 
that, are acquired by the brewing 
industry.” — Mr. John H. Con- 


nelly, Army Exchange Service - 
Administrative Beer Coordinator, 
June, 1945. 


“Beer has come into its own and 
more people have had an appetite 
for beer today since the war, be- 
cause our recruits were furnished 
with plenty of beer.” — An ad- 
vertisement of Charles S. Jacob- 
witz Co., Buffalo, N. Y., appear- 
ing in the Brewer’s Bulletin, June 


13, 1946. 
“Ten million GI’s have learned 
to know and like BEER much 


earlier than they would have as 
civilians. For five years there has 
been no need to ‘sell’. UNCLE 
SAM HAS BEEN YOUR SALES 
MANAGER AND THE BEST 
YOU EVER HAD”. — Statement 
made by Kenneth Laird, advertis- 
ing man, to the Wholesale Beer 
Association of Ohio, Feb. 7, 1947, 
reported in Brewers Journal, 
March, 1947. 

“Some veteran brewers assert 
that beer consumption during the 
war has received greater promo- 
tional impetus than it would have

Patent Medicine Ethics 

Anti-Histamines are now rated 
by top medical research as no bet- 
ter than sugar pills for colds, 
Patent drug manufacturers and 
their allies in the press and radio 
give widespread publicity to any 
scientific or pseudo-scientific re- 
port which reinforces the cure-all 
claims of popularly advertised 
drugs. Lately there have been 
several widely heralded statements 
men endorsing anti- 
histamine cold statements 
that tended to counteract earlier 
warnings by medical research men 
that the anti-histamines not only 
do not cure colds but could cause 
harm. those doctors who 
have credited anti-histamine drugs 
with discomfort of 
carefully added that 
the drugs do not cure the cold, but 
such qualifications are neatly play- 
ed down in the all-out advertising 
campaign for anti - histamines 
which have poured millions into 
the coffers of the patent drug 
manufacturers. 

The latest development in the 
struggle between the cold virus, 
anti-histamines and the family 
purse comes from Boston Univer- 
sity School of Medicine which sup- 
ervised exhaustive tests on 1214 
persons; the Boston University 
research medics described this as 
one of the largest research tests 
ever attempted ‘in the U.S. The 
New England Medical Journal, re- 
porting the tests, said that the care 
taken in the study of an intelli- 
gent cooperative group “left no 
doubt whatever as to results.” And 
that is that anti-histamines “had 
no more curative effect on colds 
than unmedicated sugar pills.” 

Overdoses of anti-histamine 
cold tablets can kill young chil- 
dren, according to The Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
which reports that there have been 
at least eight known deaths of chil- 
dren under two years old result- 
ing from overdoses of the drug. 
Treatments for the convulsions 
caused by overdoses of the drug 
have not been “too successful”, — 
in fact there is no specific anti- 
dote for convulsions. The 
warning in the AMA publication 
was written by two doctors from 
the University of Michigan Med- 
ical School.

1. Such a stroke would be contrary to the Communist master 
plan to which the politbureau has adhered with meticulous care at all 
times, — that the revolution must be created from within the capital- 
istic societies by establishing the Marxist doctrines in the worker and 
peasant classes until they can be provoked into armed rebellion against 
their “capitalist exploiters and political masters.” This means civil 
upheaval and civil war (instead of invasion from without). 

2. There are many practical reasons why the Moscow tyrants 
would not forsake this plan, which has worked so well, and attempt 
to extend the dominion of Moscow by the armed invasion of the Rus- 
sian armies. As the U.S. News points out, (Jan. 26), Moscow knows 
that the satellite armies cannot be trusted very far. Native nationalism 
seethes in ail satellite countries. If the Soviet armies became embroiled 
in great and dreadful battles in western Europe, there is every reason 
for Stalin and his henchmen to fear that ‘the sateilite armies would be 
led into rebellion against the Soviet in Russia’s vuinerable and vital 
rear areas by the nationalistic leaders of Poland, Bulgaria, Hungary, 
Yugoslavia, etc. A skilled and powerful figure like Tito would be 
quick to seize such an opportunity to organize others with him. This 
is a real and dreadful prospect in Moscow’s thoughts, made evident by 
endless purges reported from the satellite countries as the politbureau 
desperately tries to hold down counter-revolutions. Harold Stassen, 
after his recent world tour, has repeatedly stated that everywhere he 
went it was obvious that rebellion and counter-revolutionary passions 
were at white heat in the iron-curtain countries. 

Also, the Soviet had much trouble after World War II with the 
hordes of Russian soldiers who beheld for the first time the high stand- 
ards of living in capitalistic Europe in contrast to the drab perpetual 
poverty of the enslaved peoples of Russia. If several million Russian 
troops saw Paris, Antwerp, Brussels, etc., the records indicate that the 
discontent creeping back through Russia would spread like fire. 

UT THE RUSSIANS have issued sharp warnings that they will 

not permit the rearming of Western Germany. The British and 

French are convinced that the Russians mean what they say. Reports 

that the Russians have built a strong German Army in the Eastern 

zone, under the guise of police power, have proved grossly exaggerated. 
(See BTL, Nov. 6, *°50; or U. S. News, Oct. 6, ’50). 

So if we force the reamament of Western Germany, we can 
expect trouble there. But it will be stirred-up trouble from within 
Germany, — civil strife or even civil war. The Communists may create 
another Korea. Will we repeat our sad performance in the Far East, 
start to kill Germans in an effort to stop communism in Germany, as 
we have tried to stop communism in Korea by killing Koreans? That 
is the Moscow hope. 

THE CHANCES ARE VERY STRONG that our leaders, now 
more aware and fearing such a trap in Germany, will go slow in re- 
arming Germany. But if our leaders said so openly, the rabid drum- 
beaters in and out of Washington would start shouting “appeasement”. 
But it is on this point that war and peace may hinge, — what we do in. 
Central Europe rather than what Russia attempts in our hemisphere. 

HAT WILL HAPPEN, then, if the Soviet does not plan any of 

the war moves so loudly hearlded in this country? 

They will continue to undermine, disrupt and tear down all 
capitalistic democracies everywhere. The pressure spots remain in 
Indo-China, the Near East, the Balkans, Italy. There is danger that 
Moscow will organize the satellite armies of Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Rumania for a drive against Tito’s Yugoslavia this late spring or sum- 
mer. With the great Russian army standing in readiness behind these 
satellite armies, Moscow can feel sure of keeping the situation in hand; 
also they will hope to involve us, as they have so successfully in Asia, 
to further consume our resources and manpower. Such a move would 
no doubt be accompanied by frenzied efforts by the Communist forces 
in Italy, France and Austria to create civil strife, riotous confusion 
which the Reds can always turn to their advantage. 

But such Communist adventures in Europe can be met with 
skill and resourcefulness if we can be delivered from the hysteria and 
unreasoning fears that have been deliberately created in this country 
by the military fanatics who are responsible for our confused, hasty 
action in Korea with all the suffering and anguish that action has entailed. 

HERE IS SOLID AMPLE GROUND for belief that we have the 
room, — much of the world is still allied with us; the time 
some years — likely many years; and the rescources, — to stop com- 
munism without war. Despite the stream of lurid statements to the 
contrary, the hard facts all support this more hopeful challenging view, 
challenging because the spiritual forces of the Christian world are 
already engaged in a tremendous battle with communism both outside 

and inside the iron curtain as we have so constantly reported.

purse by the patent medicine 
manufacturers who rush in to pro- 
mote the extensive sale of drugs 
before their effectiveness has even 
been determined or even before 
it has been thoroughly established 
the new drug will not have harm- 
ful effects: Two medical scientists 
fought a court battle over divis- 
ions of millions of dollars in royal- 
ties from the sale of the “miracle” 
drug. “streptomycin”. The court 
settlement provided an agreement 
to share some of the money with 
other scientists and laboratory as- 
sistants who took part in the de- 
velopment of the drug. All were 
to get sizeable sums, but one of 
the leading recipients. Dr. Geiger, 
refused to accept his share, de- 
claring that no one should make 
a “personal profit” from a medical 
discovery, — a profit derived from 
the exploitation of illness and hu- 
man misery. There is something 
here that would remind us of the 
great healer of Nazareth who did 
not seem so concerned about fees, 
as about his patients. 





The first six years of Mexico’s 
drive against illiteracy is getting 
results, according to Worldover 
Press. When the campaign began 
in August, 1944, over 6 million 
persons were illiterate; today the 
number has been reduced to over 
4 million. a drop of about a third. 
It is hoped that by 1960 illiteracy 
will be eliminated altogether. 

Mexico, whose methods of cur- 
ing illiteracy have been strikingly 
democratic, affords an interesting 
contrast to totalitarianism, as ex- 
emplified by Bulgaria. In the 
Communist-run Balkan country, 
Communist ‘Party organs report 
that during the past six years only 
140,000 _ illiterates have been 
taught to read and write, despite a 
strenuous campaign. Mexico’s 
population is three times that of 
Bulgaria. so if it had gained at 
Bulgaria’s rate, only 420,000 
would have been taught. The 
Mexican gain, however, during the 
same period, was over 2 million. 

Mexico also has the problem of 
23 different Indian languages to 
contend with, but all sorts of peo- 
ple have joined in the Mexican 
teaching campaign. from students 
to government officials. It be- 
came necessary to establish a per- 
manent relationship with those be- 
ing taught, so they would not slip 
back. Magazines and books have 
published for them, and 
12.200 cultural teaching centers 
established. with another 2,000 
ready to be set up.
